THICK SMOKE DOWNTOWN 
FOR 31ST TIME IN 93 DAYS 


Pall, Less Noticeable Than Usual 
Because of Bright Sun, Grad- 
ually Dissipated. 

There was thick smoke down- 
town this morning for the thirty- 
first time in the last 93 days. It 
was observed at the Weather 
Bureau at 6:45 o’clock, before sun- 
rise, and gradually dissipated as a 
drift of air got under way. 

The sun shone fairly brightly, 

making the density of the smoke 
less apparent than usual. Smoke 
is in the category of thick when 
visibility is less than five-eighths 
of a mile. 
In addition to 31 days of thick 
smoke in the current season, there 
have been 14 days of moderate 
smoke, with visibility up to a mile 
and a quarter, and many days of 
light smoke. By months, the rec- 
ord follows: September, two days 
moderate; October, one day thick 
(Oct. 31); November, nine days 
thick and one moderate;. Decem- 
ber, 11 days thick and one moder- 
ate; January, a colder but windier 
month, 10 days thick and 10 mod- 
erate, Throughout the season the 
ratio of days of thick smoke has 
stuck close to one out of three.

“German air force units were put 
into active service also during Jan. 
30 for reconnaissance over the 
North Sea and along the English 
coast from the Orkneys to the 
mouth of the Thames, 

“In this connection, as already 


again seven armed commercial 
ships were sunk, one other dam- 
aged severely and several lightly. 
Besides that, two British patrol 
boats were sunk. 

“Despite the heaviest anti-air- 
craft defense by all ships that were 
attacked and although numerous 
pursuit ships were employed, only 
one of our planes is missing.” 

DNB, the official German news 
agency, had announced earlier the 
new German claim of having sunk 
seven “armed enemy merchant- 
men,” and two patrol boats in the 
second day of raids. 

On Monday the Germans said 
they destroyed seven armed mer- 
chant ships and two patrol vessels. 

DNB said the 14 sunken mer- 
chantmen represented about 47,000 
tons of shipping. 
During yesterday’s raids 22 armed 
merchant vessels and patrol boats 
were attacked, DNB said. Com- 
mercial ships sunk that day totaled 
about 25,000 tons, it added.

General Industrial Act- 
tivity Slowed This Month 
by Prolonged Cold Spell. 


The heaviest holiday trade since 
before the depression carried retail 
distribution in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District to the highest vol- 


ume for the year, the monthly re- 
view of industry and trade, issued 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
S:. Louis, stated today. 

General industrial activity dur- 
ing December reached the highest 
level in recent years, being slowed 
down in January by the prolonged 
cold spell, the report related. Taken 
as a whole, 1939 was the most favor- 
able year for business in this area 
since 1929, and in several lines all- 
me records were set. There was 
increased production in virtually 
all commodities and especially in 
iron, steel and their products, the 
review noted. 

There were sharp increases in 
production of lumber, cement, glass, 
fire clay products, paint and kin- 
dred products, reflecting revival in 
the building industry during the 
year. As a result of the extensive 
development in the [Illinois oil 
fields, the production of petroleum 
in the district last year was twice 
as large as ever before. 

* December department store sdles 
were 52.6 per cent above November 
and 4.6 per cent more than in De- 
cember, 1938. For the year the total 
was 5.9 per cent greater than a 
year earlier. Combined sales of all 
wholesale and jobbing firms were 
4.9 per cent greater than Decem- 
ber, 1938, and retail sales of passen- 
ger automobiles were 13.7 per cent 
greater than a year ago. 

Activities in tron and steel were 
reported to have recovered rapidly 
from the holiday interruption, and 
backlogs held by mills and foun- 
dries were greater than in the cor- 
responding period a year ago. De- 
mand for structural, steel is more 
active than usual at mid-winter and 
pending State and Federal jobs in- 
dicate an increased volume of buy-

CHINA FOR NAMING 
NEW DALAI LAMA 
WITHOUT LOT-DRAW 


Government Says Ceremony Is 
Unnecessary Because Candi- 
date Is Agreed On. 


CHUNGKING, China, Jan. 31 
(AP).—The Central Chinese Gov- 
ernment decided today to recom- 
mend that Lingerh Lamutanchu be 
appointed Dalai Lama of Tibet 
without the ceremonial drawing of 
lots from a golden vase, the Gov- 


ernment’s news agency reported. 
The 6-year-old Chinese boy, from 
Koko Nor Province, is one of three 
candidates for the position as the 
principal one of the two pontiffs 
who rule Tibet. Under the Chinese 
proposal, the two rejected candi- 
dates would be designated “living 
Buddhas” in consolation. 

Chinese circles contend the draw- 
ing of lots, by which the new 
Lama would be selected ostensibly 
by chance, is needless because 
their candidate has been confirmed 
by all religious authorities as the

Csaky met the cofnmittee last 
night at a private session, with the 
members pledged to secrecy, 

He was reported to have repre- 
sented Hungary's attitude toward 
Rumania as extending a friendly 
admonition to come to terms over 
Transylvania now and thus win 
Hungary's support. 

Transylvania, an area of more 
than 22,000 square miles, was the 
extreme eastern part of the old 
Hungarian kingdom until 1918, 
when it was added to Rumania. 

“Politics of Peace.” 

Csaky’s secret exposition of Hun- 
gary’s foreign policy was indorsed 
by the semi-official newspaper Pres- 
ter Lioyd as reaffirming “the pol- 
itics of peace.” 

The editorial was the first au- 
thoritative interpretation for the 
public of what the Foreign Min- 
ister told the committee. 

The newspaper attacked the Ver- 
gailles Treaty, by which Hungary 
lost two-thirds of its territory, but 
declared that “a sensible and last- 
ing solution of this problem can be 


reached.” Hungary’s claim to 
Transylvania was not mentioned di- 
rectly. 


The new diplomatic partnership 
with Italy, sealed by the recent 
talks between Csaky and Count 
Ciano, the Italian Foreign Minister, 
was not mentioned directly either, 
although the paper said: 

“We need no intervention by 
third Powers to achieve our inde- 
structible rights, which are sup- 
ported by economicand geographic 
facts and are to the best interests 
ef the whole European civilization.” 

Diplomats Surprised. 

The Government’s action in keep- 
ing the speech secret took foreign 
diplomats by surprise, especially 
since the newspapers had stressed 
beforehand the interest with which 
the public awaited it. 

Some diplomats thought this was 
strategy to worry Rumania on the 
eve of the Balkan Entente meet- 
ing. The newspaper Esti Ujsag said 
the speech could not be made pub- 
lic because of its “intimate disclos- 
ures.”

School Auditor William Susanka, 
in a statement issued today, sought 
to clarify the history and purposes 
of four funds established by former 
Superintendent Gerling to supply 
food to needy elementary school 
pupils. The funds are now under 
control of the Board of Education. 
They are: Elementary School Lunch 
Room Fund, Milk and Cracker 
Fund, Emergency Lunch Room 
Fund and Seal and Button Fund. 
The Elementary Fund, established 
by the Board in 1930, now operates 
lunch rooms in 12 schools. The 
fund also pays the salary of a 
dietician. Meals, served for 10 
cents, consist of a hot dish, such 
as meat loaf, chile con carne, or 
baked spaghetti with meat, bread 
and crackers; half a pint of milk 
and an eighth of a quart of ice 
cream, or a fruit dessert. 

The Milk and Cracker Fund sup- 
plies milk and crackers in mid- 
morning to pupils in 29 schools. 
Half a pint of milk and two 
graham crackers are served to 
children for 3 cents. If under- 
nourished children cannot pay, they 
are served free, Susanka says. 

Through the Emergency Lunch 
Room Fund, surplus money from 
high and vocational school lunch- 
rooms is used to supply free lunches 
to elementary pupils. The lunches 
are served in the schools, or in 
nearby high schools. Meals are also 
seryed to handicapped children at 
Michael and Turner schools. If 
there are no lunchrooms available,

If the Swedish volun- 
teers had a recruiting bureau in 
Nome, Alaska, they probainy would 
put up a sign reading, “Wanted: 
Veteran .mushers. More excite- 
ment guaranteed than in any time 
since the gold rush.” ;

Missouri’s Mouth-Watering Hams. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ONSIDERED both economically and 
artistically, the country ham, espe- 
cially the Missouri version, is not in the 
news enough. A national contest for the 
best cured ham is in the offing. A wave 
of hog-killing is sweeping the State. 
Farmers are saving $13.30 over city retail 
prices on each hog they butcher. 
You will hear of Missourians in this 
big cured ham show. Ham curing is a 
fine art with them; they cure hams with 
the same traditional superbness with 
which a Kentucky colonel mixes a mint 
julep. In scores of fine, old families, 
many of the major details of creating a 
gavory ham are guarded secrets. 
Even the selection of the type of hog 
to be butchered requires mellow judg- 
ment. Young hogs as well as excessively 
fat hogs are never chosen for the best 
hams. Once the hog of proper size, age 
and weight has been selected, butchering 
gets under way. The actual killing of 
the hogs, and the subsequent cutting up 
and salting of the meat, is a gala occa- 
sion on the farm these frigid mid-winter 
days, an occasion worthy of a noon- 
day meal that would put Lucius Beebe 
under the table even before he sipped the 
piping hot spiced cider or the 10-year- 
old blackberry cordial. With the neigh- 
bors in, farm life always approaches the 
peak of perfection on butchering day. 
If I could be a dictator for a day, I 
would issue an edict putting the ham 
trimmers at the head of the table. They 
are marvelous men, plying a glorious 
trade in praiseworthy modesty. To say 
of a fellow farmer that he is the best 
ham trimmer in the community admit- 
tedly elevates him above normal mortals, 
but it is not enough. He should have 
legal recognition. In my rural circle, 
Sonja Henie on her skates would play 
second fiddle to our ham trimmer on 
an icy January morning when he 
caresses a promising ham with his razor- 
‘sharp butcher knife. He creates sym- 
metry, beauty and grace in a ham with 
superb ease. 
When the ham trimmer has made his 
bow, the hams are started on the long 
road —a road requiring from six months 
to two years of travel—to perfection. 
The curing of hams is left to ordinary 
craftsmen, but one with 50 or 60 years’ 
experience usually dictates the amount 
of salt, pepper and brown sugar to apply. 
The final touch in creating a ham 
worthy of the best Missouri tradition is, 
of course, the smoking. Hickory wood 
smoke gives the best flavor, and a tall 


is considered the best place to smoke the 
meat. For almost two weeks, the hams 
are smoked day and night. They grad- 
ually take on a golden brown color. 
Aging requires more abstinence than 
skill, After they are smoked, the hams 
are wrapped in paper, or clean, sweet 
hay, packed in white muslin sacks thaf 
have been treated with paraffin to keep 
out “skippers” and either packed loosely 
in boxes or left hanging in the smoke- 


Country hams should age six months 
to register definitely on the palate of 
the connoisseur.

lated by the levy of such a tax. But so, too, has 
Chief Justice Hughes, who spoke not only for him- 
self but also for Justices Roberts and McReynolds. 
The Constitution says that “no state shall, without 
consent of Congress, lay any imposts or duties on 
exports or imports,” and further that Congress alone 
shall have power “to regulate commerce among the 
several states.” 
Yet we now have the Supreme Court sustaining a 
tax by New York City on articles brought into it 
from the outside. We have a finding of constitution- 
ality for a municipal “impost” on “imports,” to use 
the precise terms of the Constitution itself. We have 
what seems to be the apparent fact that this is a 
tax “from any point of view laid on interstate sales” 
(the words are Mr. Hughes’). 
This is not only questionable constitutional law— 
so questionable that three members of the Supreme 
Court, including the Chief Justice, will not accept it. 
It is public policy of the most dubious sort. 
What is behind the ordinance is clear enough. 
New York City does not want its residents to buy 
articles outside the city for importation and use in 
the city, therehy escaping the municipal sales tax. 
But there are other considerations no less im- 
portant. Why was it that the framers of the Con- 
stitution placed the regulation of commerce among 
the states in the hands of Congress? It was for the 
good and sufficient reason that the colonists had 
seen enough of trade barriers at their boundaries. 
They knew by bitter and costly experience what 
local imposts did to commerce. Indeed, one of the 
chief reasons for forming a federation was to get rid 
of that very evil. 
Under this wise plan, the United States developed 
the largest free market in the world. So discerning 
a student of American society as the late Louis F. 
Post said that trade freedom and not political fed- 
eration bound our states together. This free move- 
ment of goods over a great continent was possibly 
the chief factor in making America an economic 
land of promise to refugees from a Europe crossed 
and recrossed with tariff walls and trade barriers. 
In recent years, this great free market has been 
interfered with by many state and local revenue- 
raising measures, designed primarily to meet relief 
needs and other revenue problems that have come 
with the depression. But as they increased, they 
engendered bad feeling and provoked retaliation, It 
has become common to speak of the “Balkanization” 
of the United States. 
Fortunately, in recent months that trend has 
been arrested and headway actually made in the 
other direction. To Gov. Stark goes credit for his 
constructive interest in the problem. He perhaps 
more than any other one person in public life today 
has emphasized the urgency of going back to the 
historic principle of free trade within the Union.

225-POUND TOPAZ IN MUSEUM 


Harvard Scientists Estimate Mil- 
lion Years Were Required for 
Its Formation. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 81 
(AP).—A topaz crystal that weighs 
225 pounds, was added today to the 
mineralogical collection of Harvard 
University, which described the 
giant white Brazilian stone as “one 
of the largest and finest in the 
world,” 


The crystal is 18 inches thick 


and scientists in the mineralogical 
museum, who estimated its age at 
100,000,000 years, said its forma-

Collector Baumann said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he was 
seeking to protect himself as Col- 
lector for thé State and the Board 
of Education. The tax rate of $2.77 
on the $100 of valuation is divided 
$1.75 for the city, 87 cents for the 
schools and 15 cents for the State. 

The city bought in the Broadway- 
Elwood tract Nov. 1, 1937, paying 
$80 for taxes delinquent from 1930 
to 1936, and $3.75 costs. The city 
asked Collector Baumann for a 
deed Jan. 20, the petition states, 
and Baumann refused to deliver the 
deed, claiming $812 taxes due before 
1930, and $178 for 1937-39, the two- 
year period in which the city was 
perfecting-its claim to the property. 

The City Counselor, in his peti- 
tion for a writ of mandamus, says 
that the State Constitution makes 
city property tax-exempt, and that 
land bought at delinquent tax sale 
becomes city property. 3 

In 1937, the, city bid in about 
1500 pieces of real estate, but 300 
of these were redeemed by the 
owners within a two-year period, 
leaving 1200 to which the city 
sought to take title. The total 
price for which the city acquired 
the 1200 pieces was $89,458, paid 
to the Collector and divided in its 
due proportion among the _ city, 
schools and State. 

The delinquent taxes which the 
Collector claims on the 1200 pieces 
for the period before the city’s pur- 
chase amount to $108,027, and the 
taxes for the two-year period to 
$130,863. The mandamus suit is a 
friendly proceeding, designed to 
obtain a court ruling on the pro- 
visions of the Jones-Munger law, 
in the light of the State Constitu- 
tion. The last Legislature replaced 
the Jones-Munger Act with a new 
delinquent tax. law.

Thus the Billikens next season 
will change from the Notre Dame 
system which was inaugurated at 
the school by Coach Hunk Ander- 
son in 1928 and used ever since by 
Anderson, Charles (Chile) Walsh 
and Muellerleile. 

The new St. Louis U. mentor was 
graduated from Marquette Univer- 
sity in 1924 after playing fullback 
on the football team and center on 
the basketball team for three con- 
secutive years. He captained the 
basket team in 1922 and in that 
year and 1923 played with the great 
Golden Avalanche football team 
which was undefeated and unscored 
upon. 

Duford was named freshman 
basketball coach at Marquette in 
1924 and later played professional 
football with the Green Bay Pack- 
ers of the National Football 
League. 
St. Mary’s in 1929. 

In 1929 “Dukes” moved to St. 
Mary's College (Kan.) and had 
charge of football, basketball and 
baseball. When St. Mary's was 
closed to undergraduates and be- 
came a school of divinity for 
Jesuits, in 1931, Duford moved to 
St. Ambrose College. 

There he piloted the eleven 
through 31 consecutive undefeated 
games.

Now Are Completed 


first Game Probably in Mid- May — Clubs to Own 
$150,000 Equipment Jointdly— Installation to Use 
Energy Enough to Light City of 25,000. 


Seven home night baseball games for both the Cardinals and 
frowns, the first in mid-May, were practically assured St. Louis fans 
today with the joint announcement by Presidents Sam Breadon and 
pon Barnes that arrangements for the installation of floodlights at 
Sportsman's Park had been completed. The equipment which, it is 
estimated, will cost more than $150,000, will be owned jointly by the 
two clubs. 

Thus, the St. Louis clubs join the 
procession of major league teams 
hich have adopted the night plan. 
The New York Giants and the 
pittsburgh Pirates recently an- 
nounced night plans for 1940, while 
the Cincinnati Reds, Brooklyn 
Dodgers, the Athletics and Phillies, 
Cleveland and the Chicago White 
Sox played after-dusk games last 
season. 

The lights, Installation of which 
will be supervised by Will Levy, 
architect, will require electrical en- 
ergy totaling approximately 1,176,- 
00 watts per hour, not including 
the stand lighting. This amount 
ef energy would furnish lights for a 
city of 25,000. 

On the field will be 784 light pro- 
fectors, each containing a 1500-watt 
mp. The projectors will be 
grouped on eight steel towers, 
which will rise from grandstand, 
pavilion and bleachers, the four 
from pavilion and bleachers to be 
140 feet high and those from the 
grandstand 120 feet. 

t is figured that the field lights 
eof 175candlepower intensity per 
square foot will throw light of that 
intensity to a height of 350 feet 


above the playing field. All recent 
developments in field lighting will 
be employed in the Sportsmen’s 
Park installation, with greater ef- 
ficiency resulting from three fac- 
tors—more lights, the use of a new 
alloy called “alzak” and more sci- 
entific arrangement of the projec- 
tors on the steel towers. 
Projectors will be of an improved 
type and will measure 18 inches in 
diameter. The new alzak alloy used 
in the reflectors throws far greater 
light than reflector materials used 
in the past according to the base- 
ball club's announcement, and has 
the added advantage in that it per- 
mits the bending of. reflectors to 
any shape necessary to. obtain the 
greatest illumination. Also, eng- 
ineers have developed methods of 
distribution which assure better 
lighing through new methods of 
grouping projectors in effective 
combinations. 
Lights, in the stands, will enable 
the fans to go to and from their 
seats without difficulty, whether 
or not the field lights are on,

League. In recent years the Tan- 
kees have made a runaway of 
pennant races and it is not sur- 
prising that f've of the seven 
clubs which already have ap- 
proved the plan are in the Yan- 
kee league.

Break for Players. 


Players and second division 
clubs should benefit greatly by a 
change to the setup recommend- 
ed by the commissioner. As Bill 
DeWitt of the Browns recently 
explained, a player can be “cold- 
storaged” for seven years by one 
club, before any other club has a 
chance to claim him. Under the 
commissioner’s plan a man’s ad- 
vancement can be delayed by only 
one factor—his lack of ability. 

If the Landis plan were in oper- 
ation today, Infielders Priddy and 
Risuto would not be in “cold 
storage” at Kansas City. Any 
club needing a shortstop and 
second baseman could buy the 
two players or draft them. If 
the boys, after a trial, failed to 
show major league ability, they 
could be sent back to the minors, 
but there still wouldn’t be any 
major league strings on them and 
in another year any other club 
wanting to give them a trial, could 
do so. 


Costly to a Few Clubs. 


A few of the major league 
clubs with vast minor league hold- 
ings probably would suffer fi- 


a long period of readjustment 


nancially by the change, unless 


for instance, if forced to dispose 
of Rochester, Columbus, Sacra- 
mento and Houston in a hurry, 
could not realize anything ap- 
proximating the cost value of 
those clubs. On the other hand, 
however, buyers for large minor 
league clubs might be found more 
readily if the new setup offered 
a better chance of profitable op- 
eration, 

Sales of ballplayers for fancy 
prices have been rare in recent 
years, largely because the cream 
of the crop usually is tagged as 
early as the class D days. Joe 
Gordon, for instance, belonged to 
the Yankees the day he left a 
college campus. Imagine the 
price Gordon would have brought 
in the open market, and under 
the Landis plan there'd be an 
open market, with annual brisk 
sales. And with baseball operat- 
ing the way the Judge suggests, 
‘scouting would come back, and 
the minor league clubs would be 
working for themselves, instead 
of for George Weiss, Branch 
Rickey or Warren Giles. 


The Case of McCoy. 


Major league clubs showed how 
they could bid with spirit and in 
large figures, when the Judge 
made Benny McCoy a free agent. 
Benny ought to believe in Santa 
Claus now, with a $45,000 bonus 
and a two-year contract netting 
him $20,000 more. A minor league 
club could have, realized that 
$45,000, helping no end to black- 
en the ledger ink, if it had 
brought Benny to market. 

The bonus paid to McCoy is a 
new record high, but Benny 
would be No. 2 man in that re- 
spect if the Commissioner a few 
years ago had ruled differently 
in the Bob Feller case. There's

(About the Fighting 69th) 
HROUGHOUT tne World War, the German Kaiser always 


sent a greeting card to his enemy, King George V of En- 
gland, on his birthday and Christmas The Kaiser 
used to watch the progress of the World War.from a perch in 
ene me a tree. He had a winding stair- 
way built around the tree trunk 
and he used to climb it and look 
through strong telescopes that had 
a range of more than 10 miles. 
. „ . The last man killed in the 
World War was a photographer. 
When the siren sounded announc- 
ing the Armistice, Lieut. Ralph 
Estep, who was with the A. E. 
F.’s photographic division, jumped 
out of the trenches and snapped a 
photo of the battlefield. A Ger- 
man soldier who hadn’t heard 
about the Armistice shot him 
When war was declared with Ger- 
many, the Fighting 69th sent their trucks around New York’s 
streets with placards saying, Don't join the 69th unless you 
want to be among the first to go to France.“. The tests 
for the Fighting 69th were so rigid that volunteers were even 
rejected for not having a clean skin! A big hero of the 
famous regiment was Capt. Henry A. Boots, whose father and 
three brothers were in the German Army! .. At the battle 
of the Ourcq River, a piece of shrapnel went through Boots’ 
ehest, just missing his heart. It was later learned that two 
of his brothers were with the Germans at the battle of the 
Ourcg, in which he was wounded,

THE ONLY BRANCH of the fighting forces during the 
World War that traded courtesies with the enemy was the 
aviation service. When an aviator was killed, it was customary 
for the enemy to fly over and drop a note to his comrades 
telling where he was buried. . . . When the Army of Occupa- 
tion went into Coblenz, the doughboys discovered that soap was 
more valuable than money. (They were able to trade a bar 
of soap for a bottle of champagne.) . The American Way: 
Father Duffy, chaplain of the Fighting 69th, officiated at the 
services held at Quentin Roosevelt’s grave. Father Duffy, who 
was Catholic, said the Protestant prayer for Quentin, whose 
entire family were members of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
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COL. HENRY T. REILLY, who had been a war correspond- 
ent in China for the Chicago Tribune, was in command of the 
149th Artillery of Illinois during the World War. Serving under 
him as a Lieutenant was Joseph Medill Patterson, part owner 
of the Chicago Tribune. (Which is probably the only case on 
record of a reporter being in a spot to give orders to his pub- 
lisher!) . . . Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, America’s outstanding 
World War ace, originally went to France as Gen. Pershing’s 
chauffeur, and Pershing fired him! . The U. S. had 2348 
millionaires befcre the World War, and 5526 millionaires after it. 
« « » When the U. S. entered the World War, an enterprising 
salesman induced the Government’s purchasing agents to buy 
12 dozen 48-inch wrenches. After the wrenches were bought 
and paid for, it was discovered that there was only one nut 
(which was specially made) in the U. S. that the wrenches 
would fit. That nut was attached to the turbines at Niagara 
Falis!

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The Problem 
Of Destructive 


Young People

E spend a huge amount off 


money every ear in making 

and maintaining parks, play- 
grounds, swimming pools, libraries, 
and such services as the public de- 
mands; and every year we have to 
pay again for the same things be- 
cause some uninformed youths de- 
stroy this valuable property. The 
waste is shocking, but the spirit 
behind it, the ignorance, the wilful 
destruction, the lack of understand- 
ing that moves such destructive 
spirits is both shocking and sad- 
dening. What makes young men, 
and sometimes girls, destroy lovely 
things intended for their enjoy- 
ment? 

I have no answer for that ex- 
cept to say that it must be igno- 
rance of the results of their ges- 
tures and a lack of useful occu- 
pation for the leisure of which they 
have so much just now. Satan finds 
work for idle hands, and it is likely 
to be destructive work. 

Maybe it would help if every 
school, church or meeting place, 
where children gather, would make 
it a duty to inform these young 
people of the need for these serv- 
ices, of their cost, and where the 
money comes from to supply them. 

Don't do that,” said a teacher 
to a young man who was breaking 
a shrub to pieces in a parkway. 

“Is it yours? Do you pay for 
it?” he retorted scornfully. As a 
matter of fact she was paying for 
it, and so was he, and his family 
and every other family in the State, 
but he did not understand tha 
Somehow such boys get the idea 
that what belongs to the public be- 
longs to somebody who ought to be 
punished for owning it. “It’s pub- 
lic property.” The implication is 
that public property is subject to 
destruction at will, their destructive 
Will. 


WE oo a aoe and then 
what? The only thing to do is to 
inform them. Teach them the 
meaning of these services and keep 
on teaching them until they under- 
stand sufficiently to leave them 
alone. ; 
It might be a good idea for the 
police, who were obliged now and 
then to arrest some of these de- 
structive young people, to arrange 
to give them a course of lectures, 
which they would be obliged to 
take, on the cost, care and main- 
tenance of these services. Give 
them a test at the end of the course, 
and if they do not pass, have.them 


take it again until they did. The 


police force and the army and navy 
ought to be educational forces, and 
they ought to be brought into the 
service of such uninformed youths 
as these who destroy property. 
Locking up a young person or 
fining him, does no good. Some- 
body else pays the fine and the 
community pays the rest of the 
bill while the young person is just 
a degree or so more antagonistic. 
If instead of being punished in 
that way he was registered in a 
course of civic training adminis- 
tered by the police, the engineers, 
the officers of the army and navy, 
they would learn many things they 
are in ignorance of and benefit in 
many ways by their experience 
with such teachers. Force won't 
work. We might have better luck 
with education—if we tried it.

Simply 
pull out the stragglers which make 
the line uneven looking. During 
the daytime dark brows need no 
coloring, but at night a light touch- 
ing up with a dark crayon makes

Blondes with almost impercep- 
tible brows should use a dark brown 
pencil in short, light strokes. Never 
draw a hard line in one bold 
sweep of the pencil. Leave the ends 
of the brows, and the beginnings, 
a bit lighter than the arch, so they 
will not look artificial. If one pre- 
fers to darken light brows with a 
brush and mascara, instead of with 
the pencil, the brows should be 
brushed the wrong way, when ap- 
plying the color, and allowed to dry 
slightly before they are smoothed 
down with a clean brow brush. 
Some girls dread the tweezer as 
much as a dentist’s pliers because 
pulling brows can be very painful 
if one’s skin and nerves are sen- 
sitive. Try massaging the brows 


with a bit of rich face cream, or 
white vaseline before plucking, and 
apply a hot face cloth to them to 
melt the cream before you use the 
tweezers. Then draw the skin taut 
between thumb and first finger. 
Plucking will be almost painless 
then. 

The tweezer has wrought plenty 
of havoc in unskilled hands. Many 
a girl who plucks carelessly looks 
like a startled fawn. Never pluck 
the brows from the top. Decide 
to follow the natural arch and pluck 
from below. The normal bruw line 
is one which follows the curve of 
your eyelid, so avoid distorting 
your natural curve and turning it 
into a bird wing or half moon arch, 
unless you are a true exotic or 
think a baby stare becoming! 

You might ask to see the various 
styles of tweezers—there are sev- 
eral. One tweezer which many 
girls find very helpful is shaped 
similar to a pair of scissors and 80 
bent that one can see under it 
while plucking which is a great 
help. Another tweezer is a clicking, 
mechanical one which is sure to 
get the straggler you aim at. But 
this tweezer should be used only 
by steady, sure hands, for it can 
strip the brow quickly of too many 
hairs if one is not 

Be certain that the tweezer you 


select is true in its grip. A tweezer™
